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Delays, additional day for district court? 

Unique legal situation to affect Casey and Adair counties

An unique legal situa¬ 
tion may affect hundreds 
of district court cases in 
two counties - possibly 
causing delays, the need 
for a special judge, and ad¬ 
ditional court days. 

Last week, the Honor¬ 
able Michael Loy, District 
Judge for Casey and Adair 


counties, 
said he 
would not 
be able to 
preside 
over any 
casescon- 
n e c t e d 
with the 
law firm 
of Theo¬ 
dore H. Lavit & Associates 
of Lebanon. 

In a telephone interview 
with The Casey County 


News 
last 
week, 

Judge 
Loy con- 
firme d 
he will 
recuse 
himself 
from 
any legal 
proceed¬ 
ing involving Lavit’s firm 
due to a recent civil suit 
Lavit filed in Adair Circuit 


Court against the judge’s 
family. 

“I believe that I could be 
impartial,” Loy said, “but I 
have to avoid the appear¬ 
ance of impropriety.” 

The lawsuit involves a 
youth who was allegedly 
injured while riding an 
ATV on Judge Loy’s in¬ 
laws’ property, Lavit said. 

“I wasn’t aware (of the 
relation),” he said, “but it 
wouldn’t have made any 
difference.” 


Friday, the judge entered 
his first notice of recusal 
and request for a special 
judge. “Defendant’s attor¬ 
ney (Lavit) is attorney of 
record in case involving 
the undersigned’s (Loy) 
family,” court records 
state. 

Lavit estimated his firm 
handles “hundreds of mat¬ 
ters - probate, juvenile, 
criminal” in Casey District

You’ve seen it called the “Affordable Care Act,” “Healthcare Reform,” 
“Obamacare”...or worse. 

Whatever moniker you choose, there seems to be one, consistent element. 

“A lot of people are confused,” Ashli Watts, Manager of Public Affairs 
with the Kentucky Chamber of Commerce, said. “I sometimes joke this is as 
complicated as any college algebra.” 

Watts has been traveling around the state to discuss the Affordable Care 
Act (ACA). 

“I’ve been visiting communities - conducting presentations at chamber of 
commerce meetings - to try to educate people about what’s coming, and how 
it may affect them,” she said. 

“There’s lots of questions wherever I go,” Watts said, “and hopefully, we 
can get them answered.” 

Within the past year, Watts has achieved an astounding knowledge of 
healthcare reform. 

“I devoted myself to learn as much as could about it,” she said, “because it 
is certainly the number one concern we hear about.” 

Watts said the Kentucky Chamber of Commerce took the initiative to assist 
communities with any questions and concerns about the ACA. 

“Especially small businesses,” she said. “Large companies and corporations

2013-14 
city budget 
adopted

The Liberty City Council has 
adopted a budget of $3.7 million 
for fiscal year 2013-14, down from 
this year’s $4.6 million budget. 

City Clerk Sharleen Rodgers 
said that the decrease is due to 
expenditures on blacktopping for 
city streets, bridge reconstruction 
on Whipp Avenue, and the new 
water tank. 

In the new budget, about $ 1 mil¬ 
lion will operate the city while 
$1.2 million is allotted for the wa¬ 
ter and sewer fund and about $1 
million is in the gas fund. 

In addition, Rodgers said that 
city employees will get a 4 percent 
raise, something that wasn’t in last 
year’s budget. 

The council gave first reading 
to the budget June 25 and second 
reading and passage on June 27 at 
special-called meetings. 

The budget includes $1 million 
in general fund revenues. In other 
funds, the revenues are $34,000 
for the MAP fund; $5,550 for the 
Glenwood Cemetery fund; nearly 
$1.3 million for the water and 
sewer fund; $1 million in the gas 
fund; and $365,350 for the gar¬ 
bage fund. 

In city appropriations, $313,919 
is set aside for general govern¬ 
ment; $365,529 for the Liberty 
Police Department; $118,110 for 
the Liberty Fire Department; and 
$219,165 for streets and public 
works. 

In general government, the larg¬ 
est allocations are $61,100 for 
salaries and wages, down slightly 
from $61,800 the previous year. 

Parks and Recreation will re¬ 
ceive $30,000, the same as last 
year. 

Some of the largest expenditures 
included in the city police depart¬ 
ment’s appropriation is $200,100

McAnelly to celebrate 10 decades on Saturday

Most people have signifi¬ 
cant dates in their lives that 
they remember. And for 
one soon-to-be centenar¬ 
ian, July 6 is a date which 
holds great joy and even 
some sorrow. 

Dolly Dimple McAnelly 
was born on Saturday, July 
6, 1913 and this Saturday, 
July 6, 2013, she will cel¬ 
ebrate her 100th birthday. 

“There used to be a doll 
back years ago called a 
‘Dolly Dimple’ doll, and his 
first wife’s name was Doll 
so my dad named me Dolly 
Dimple,” said McAnelly. 

Bom in Casey County, 
but due to health problems 
her mother had, McAnelly 
was raised by her uncle 
Big Bill Ellis, and his wife, 


Vina, on their farm in Lin¬ 
coln County. The Ellis’ had 
no children and they raised 
McAnelly as their daugh¬ 
ter. 

With five brothers and 
sisters at her parents’ home, 
McAnelly got an education 
that she wouldn’t have had 
otherwise. 

Even though the United 
States would be in the mid¬ 
dle of the Great Depression 
when she graduated from 
Hustonville High School 
in 1931, McAnelly said life 
was good in the country. 

“I didn’t know it was 
going on. We didn’t have 
much but we were never 
hungry. We always had our 
gardens and I didn’t real¬ 
ize it was happening,” she 
said. 

Later that fall, McAnelly 
would enter Cumberland 


College in Williamsburg 
on a scholarship. Her aunt 
would write and send her 
25 cents every week that 
she spent on a chaperoned 
trip for students in Wil¬ 
liamsburg to a sweet shop 
on Saturdays. 

While some college 
freshmen can’t decide on a 
major course of study, for 
McAnelly that was decided 
several years before. 

“Education, school 
teacher. I knew it from the 
beginning,” she said. 

And being a student at 
Cumberland also had an¬ 
other advantage, a free ride 
home on some weekends. 

“The president of the 
college, Dr. Creech, was 
my buddy. He didn’t like to 
drive so I would drive him 
in his car to Middleburg to

Maybe it’s a part of the 
yearning for a slower, simpler 
world, a less digitized world 
when others — including the 
National Security Agency — 
didn’t have instant access to 
our privacy. Or perhaps it’s 
more a desire to touch and 
embrace an older vehicle for

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communicating. 

It could be both. 

I’m referring to the return 
of the typewriter. 

Even high school students 
are learning the joys and frus¬ 
trations of tap tap tapping 
away on what many consider 
an anachronistic way of com¬ 
municating. 

Ryan Adney, a high school 
English teacher, has his stu¬ 
dents doing almost all their 
writing on typewriters these 
days. In an interview with 
NBC’s Stephanie Gosk, Ad¬ 
ney said 20 years ago only 
eccentrics used a typewriter. 
But that’s changing. People 
across the country are uti¬ 
lizing the typewriter. That 
would include the high profile 
users like Pope Francis I; the 
famous collectors, like Tom 
Hanks (he owns 12 of the old 
printing machines); and the 
modem day enthusiasts, like 
Mike McGeddigan, who or¬ 
ganized a “type-in.” McGed¬ 
digan prefers typewriters be¬ 
cause they are finely crafted, 
are not meant to be obsolete, 
and are intended to do only 
one thing: type. 

It’s the simplicity of that 
“one thing” that apparently 
appeals to so many, even 
among some of the younger 


generation. “They help you 
concentrate more because 
on a computer there’s other 
distractions,” said Jessica Du- 
ren, one of Adney’s students. 
Because typewriters have 
no backspace, spell check, 
or auto correct, mistakes are 
more permanent. “You gotta 
know what you’re gonna 
say and make sure it makes 
sense,” said another student, 
Sonia Aldana. 

Adney believes the ma¬ 
chines have helped his stu¬ 
dents improve their writing 
skills because they have to be 
more cognizant of their word 
choices, and slowing down 
has facilitated their creativity, 
he maintains. 

And then the nostalgia of 
using a typewriter can cre¬ 
ate enthusiasm for writing: 
“When you’re sitting at one, 
you almost feel like you could 
be like...Ernest Hemingway 
or Jack Kerouac,” said stu¬ 
dent Matthew Scidoni. 

“Now that’s what I need,” 
I mused as I read about the 
return of the typewriter. I pic¬ 
tured myself with my hands 
on an old Smith-Corona, 
channeling Jack London or 
Ray Bradbuiy as I pecked 
away. 

“The perfect vaccine to 
any possible invasion of 


the writer’s block vims,” I 
thought. “I’ll be perpetually 
energized.” 

But then something woke 
me to reality and sent me 
running to hug my beloved 
laptop: It was the memory of 
my typewriting class in high 
school. 

I had learned the keyboard 
with relative ease, but then 
came the more technical as¬ 
pect of the course: the correct 
layout for a business letter, 
proper form for footnotes, the 
simple office memo — de¬ 
tails I figured I’d never use. 
Then my guidance counselor 
informed in a by the way mo¬ 
ment that I had already ac¬ 
cumulated enough credits to 
graduate. “Just wondering, 
why did you add the typing 
class?” he asked. 

Good question. I promptly 
dropped that first hour typing 
class and slept an extra hour 
each day. 

A few months later I gradu¬ 
ated and merrily went along 
my way without much use 
for a typewriter. I had one 
(an item, along with my 1974 
Chevy Camaro, I now wish I 
had kept) but rarely used it. I 
wrote in longhand and either 
had a friend type my research 
papers or paid a typist. Al¬ 
though I wish I were more 
proficient on my laptop key¬ 
board, corrections are easily 
made with a computer. 

Granted, the computer in¬ 
vites distractions. Stopping 
to check email or Facebook 
messages can be deadly to 
meeting deadlines. 


But the typewriter isn’t the 
perfect antidote to the prob¬ 
lem, at least not for everyone. 

Shelby Foote, author of the 
massive three volume his¬ 
tory, The Civil War: A Nar¬ 
rative, refuses to use even a 
typewriter. In an interview 
for The Academy of Achieve¬ 
ment, Foote said, “I don’t 
want anything to do with any¬ 
thing mechanical between 
me and the paper, including 
a typewriter.” The clatter of 
the typewriter and the turn¬ 
ing of the dmm backward to 
make corrections is “a kind 
of interruption” Foote can’t 
stand. He even refuses to use 
a fountain pen, opting instead 
for the old-fashioned dip pen, 
preferring it for the same rea¬ 
son some like a typewriter 
— the dip pen forces him to 
slow down and think before 
writing each word. 

But a pen can be frustrating 
too. Novelist Stephen King 
likes to write in longhand. 
“The only problem,” he says, 
“is that, once I get jazzed, I 
can’t keep up with the lines 
forming in my head and I get 
frazzled.” 

Precisely. King’s problem 
reminded me why I started 
using the laptop in the first 
place. And that brings me 
back to my love affair with 
my writer-friendly computer, 
to whom I pledge my ever¬ 
lasting loyalty. 

At least until a more ef¬ 
ficient writing companion 
comes along.

have attorneys and person¬ 
nel who can devote time 
to sift through the massive 
amount of information. 
Small businesses don’t. 
It’s frankly overwhelming 
for someone like a ‘Mom 
and Pop’ business. That’s 
where we come in.” 

Through presentations, 
meetings, and their website, 
Watts and the state chamber 
has been providing both 
basic and detailed infor¬ 
mation about the changing 
face of healthcare. 

Big changes 
for businesses 

Although it sounds in¬ 
nocuous, businesses will 
approach ACA under the 
“Play or Pay” provision. 

Beginning in 2014, busi¬ 
nesses with 51 or more 
employees will either have 
to offer health insurance to 
full time employees or pay 
a penalty of $2,000 per em¬ 
ployee - excluding the first 
30 employees - if they do 
not offer coverage for em¬ 
ployees who average 30 or 
more hours per week. 

The coverage must be 
“affordable” and provide 
the minimum required 
benefits under ACA, or an 
employer may be assessed 
a penalty. Under an “af¬ 


fordability test,” insurance 
is not to cost more than 9.5 
percent of an employee’s 
annual income. 

Employers with fewer 
than 50 employees are not 
required to offer health in¬ 
surance to employees. Part 
time employees are not re¬ 
quired to be covered. 

When'part time'kluH time' 

Employers must be 
aware, however, of em¬ 
ployee classifications un¬ 
der the ACA. 

A “full time employee” 
(FTE) is considered a per¬ 
son who works an aver¬ 
age of 30 hours a week. 
However two, part time 
employees who work an 
average of 15 hours a week 
are equal to one FTE under 
the ACA. 

“Part time employees 
are figured into the overall 
count,” Watts said, “but an 
employer does not have to 
provide any kind of health¬ 
care to part time employ¬ 
ees.” 

Employee advantage 

In what is being touted 
as an advantage, practical¬ 
ly everyone can be insured 
- even if they suffer from a 
“preexisting condition.” 

An employee cannot be 
denied coverage for a pre¬ 
existing condition, and be¬ 


ginning in 2014, all health 
insurance plans must guar¬ 
antee the availability and 
renewal of coverage re¬ 
gardless of health status. 

The only instances in 
which an employee can be 
dropped from coverage is 
due to fraud, misrepresen¬ 
tation of material facts or 
nonpayment. 

Breaks for businesses 

At the beginning of next 
year, eligible employers 
can receive a 50 percent tax 
credit of their contribution 
toward insurance premi¬ 
ums. Qualifying business¬ 
es must have an “annual 
wage” of $50,000, or less, 
have less than 25 employ¬ 
ees, and pay at least half 
of their employee’s health 
insurance. 

Any business deemed 
as “tax exempt” may be 
eligible for a 35 percent tax 
credit. 

Sounds like a plan 

Businesses will have 
to follow certain, mini¬ 
mum required benefits. 
Any employer-sponsored 
group health plan must 
pay at least 60 percent of 
the plan’s total costs. A 
“Qualified Health Plan” is 
a plan which provides es¬ 
sential benefits such as: 
ambulatory patient ser¬ 


vices, emergency services, 
hospitalization, maternity 
and newborn care, mental 
health and substantive use 
disorder services, includ¬ 
ing behavioral health treat¬ 
ment, prescription drugs, 
rehabilitative and habilita- 
tive services and devices, 
laboratory services, pre¬ 
ventative and wellness ser¬ 
vices and chronic disease 
management, and pediatric 
services, including oral and 
vision care. 

Watts said she has 
learned many people have 
put this out of their minds 
until they have to deal with 
it 

“That time is now,” she 
said. “No matter what you 
make about it, the law has 
passed, the Supreme Court 
has ruled, the election is 
over, it’s here, at least for 
the foreseeable future, and 
we’ve got to deal with it.”

Court alone over the course 
of year. 

“We’re disqualified from 
practicing in his court in 
all juvenile matters, in all 
contract matters, in all tort 
matters, all criminal cases 
of any kind, all probate 
cases,” he said. “Every 
circuit case where there’s 
an arrest, most of the drug 
cases and others start in 
district court.” 

A review of Casey Dis¬ 
trict Court dockets shows 
either Lavit, or his associ¬ 
ates, as the attorney of re¬ 
cord for a large number of 
cases. 

“In terms of private at¬ 
torneys, we have more ac¬ 
tion going on in his court¬ 
room than anybody in the 
state,” Lavit said. 

Pros and cons 

In Lavit’s point of view, 
there could be advantages 
and disadvantages with the 
recusal process. 

“It benefits many of our 
criminal defendants,” he 
theorized. “It just delays 
the commonwealth’s op¬ 
portunity to get their evi¬ 
dence on in court quickly. 
And behind those cases are 
other cases which continue 
to push those cases to the 
rear and of less importance. 
And finally, we have the 
ability to work everything 
out to our satisfaction.” 

Joseph R. Stewart, who 
practices with Lavit, said 
he fears how the recusals 
will affect the flow of the 
court system. 

“This could present a 
scheduling nightmare,” he 
said. 

More concerning, he 
said, is potential constitu¬ 
tional issues which may 
arise. 

“This could very well af¬ 
fect certain rights of crimi¬ 
nal defendants,” Stewart 
said, adding that defendants 
not only have a right to a 
speedy trial, but certain ac¬ 
tions and required hearings 
must be conducted within 
specific time frames. 

“Think about how this is 
going to affect the county 
attorney,” Lavit said. “He 
has to put his cases on the 
back burner and mean¬ 
while, the march of cases 
never stops. The dockets 
never get less, they only 
increase.” 

Casey County Attorney 
Tommy Weddle candidly 
considers the situation. 

“I’m not going to play 
Monday morning quarter¬ 
back,” he said. “I under¬ 
stand Judge Loy’s reason¬ 
ing for this decision. I think 
he’s being abundantly cau¬ 
tious.” 

“However, it will have 
implications for the court 
system and possible delays 
because we’ll have to have 
separate dockets for every 
case Mr. Lavit’s involved 
in. Mr. Lavit’s clients may 
not get as speedy trial as 
they would like to.” 

Unavoidable 

inconvenience? 

Casey County Circuit 
Court Clerk Craig. Over- 
street said Casey County 


is no stranger to special 
judges. 

He said special judges 
were used at length dur¬ 
ing the illness and eventual 
passing of Casey Circuit 
Judge James Weddle and 
when there have been re¬ 
cusals. 

Overstreet said at this 
point, it appears a possible, 
separate docket may be 
used for cases Judge Loy 
cannot hear. 

The clerk also said add¬ 
ing an additional day to the 
Casey District Court’s pres¬ 
ent Tuesday and Thursday 
schedule is an option. 

“It will be an inconve¬ 
nience,” he said, but his 
office will be accommo¬ 
dating. 

Overstreet said he did not 
know how long it will take 
to obtain a special judge, 
or what kind of monetary 
impact the situation may 
have. 

“We’ll have to get a 
judge to come in to hear 
these cases,” Overstreet 
said. “And I can’t imagine 
a judge just coming to hear 
one case at a time. We’ll 
have to see how that’s go¬ 
ing to be handled.” 

"Unusual" situation? 

Stewart said it’s not all 
that uncommon for cir¬ 
cuit judges to recuse from 
cases. 

“You don’t see that from 
district judges, he said. 

Lavit agreed with Stew¬ 
art. 

“I’ve been involved in 
the recusal of judges, but 
never on this basis,” Lavit 
said. 

Overstreet said that 
while it is unusual, he un¬ 
derstands why it’s being 
done. 

The law says... 

KRS. 26A.015 is the 
Kentucky Revised Statute 
regarding the disqualifica¬ 
tion of justice, judge of the 
Court of Justice, or master 
commissioner. 

In the request for a spe¬ 
cial judge Loy entered 
last week in Casey Dis¬ 
trict Court, he cited KRS 
26A.015 (e) - which states 
“Any justice of judge of 
the Court of Justice or 
master commissioner shall 
disqualify himself in any 
proceeding...Where he has 
knowledge of any circum¬ 
stances in which his impar¬ 
tiality might reasonably be 
questioned.” 

Lavit said he had no 
problem believing Loy - 
in spite of the civil suit - 
could be fair in his cases. 

“He’s always been defer¬ 
ential to me for years con¬ 
cerning my schedule and 
my calendar,” he said. 

Judge Loy - who said 
the recusals are considered 
only until the civil suit is 
resolved - put much con¬ 
sideration into his deci¬ 
sion. 

“Any case where he 
(Lavit) would be the at¬ 
torney of record, I believe 
I would have to recuse my¬ 
self,” Loy said. “It’s an in¬ 
convenience, I hate it, but 
there are things in the law 
to handle these situations. 
We’ll get through it.”

Remember those who have served our country this Fourth of July 


For 237 years now, our 
nation has celebrated its 
independence on July 4th. 
If John Adams had had his 
way, however, the fireworks 
and parades happening on 
Thursday this week would 
occur on Tuesday instead. 

That’s because he thought 
July 2,1776 - when the Sec¬ 
ond Continental Congress 
actually voted to break away 
from Great Britain - would 
become “the most memo¬ 
rable epoch in the histoiy of 
America,” rather than two 
days later, when the Decla¬ 
ration of Independence was 
formally adopted. 

Although his prediction 
proved wrong, it certainly 
didn’t diminish the major 
role he played in our coun¬ 
try’s early history. He led 
the push to have Thomas 
Jefferson be the chief author 
of the Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence, and with George 
Washington directing the 
Continental Army by this 
point, Adams and Jefferson 
were the only ones to sign it 
who would later go on to be 
President. 

They later became po¬ 
litical adversaries, but their 
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friendship survived as the 
years went by, and both died 
just hours apart on the same 
day: July 4, 1826, the 50th 
anniversary of the very doc¬ 
ument they helped to create. 

Kentucky, of course, was 
not one of the 13 original 
colonies, but as part of Vir¬ 
ginia, it did play a role in our 
country’s early years. To be¬ 
gin with, there were several 
skirmishes during the Revo¬ 
lutionary War, including one 
of the last: The Battle of Blue 
Licks in Robertson County. 

While that fighting oc¬ 
curred after the war was 
largely over, it was still a 
devastating blow for our 
early settlers. Among those 
killed were Colonels John 
Todd and Stephen Trigg - 
the namesakes of two of 
Kentucky’s counties - and 
Daniel Boone’s son Israel. 

As for the fourth of July 
itself, some memorable ac¬ 


tions have taken place on 
that date across the state over 
the years. What is believed 
to be the holiday’s first cel¬ 
ebration west of the Allegh¬ 
eny Mountains took place in 
Central Kentucky in 1794, 
for example, and in 1862, the 
Battle of Tebbs’ Bend was 
fought in what is now Taylor 
County, which saw heavily 
outnumbered Union soldiers 
turn back attacks led by Con¬ 
federate Brigadier General 
John Hunt Morgan. 

In 1924, that date was also 
the formal dedication of the 
Kentucky African American 
Civil War Veterans’ Monu¬ 
ment in Frankfort, which at 
the time was only the fourth 
memorial in the country me¬ 
morializing their service. 

While each fourth of July 
is set aside as a celebration of 
freedom, it is also a time to 
remember all who have sac¬ 
rificed their time, talents and 
even their lives and limbs to 


make that possible. 

Kentucky has always giv¬ 
en more than her fair share, 
and over the last dozen 
years, our contributions have 
grown substantially. 

Last summer, a study au¬ 
thorized by the Kentucky 
Commission on Military Af¬ 
fairs underscored just how 
much the commonwealth 
provides when it comes to 
protecting our country. 

Military expenditures here 
have jumped dramatically 
over the last decade, from 
$3.2 billion to $15.3 billion. 
That includes a tripling of de¬ 
fense contract work awarded 
to private businesses, 95 per¬ 
cent of which are located in 
just five counties. 

That same year, Kentucky 
had 58,000 active-duty and 
civilian employees based at 
our military installations and 
nearly 14,000 others serving 
in the National Guard or the 
Reserves; we also had the 


fourth-highest number of 
active-duty Army personnel 
among the states. In addition, 
there were 27,000 military 
retirees living in Kentucky 
that year, and their retire¬ 
ment pay exceeded a half¬ 
billion dollars. Interestingly, 
but not surprisingly, the re¬ 
port found that half of these 
retirees lived in just 40 of 
Kentucky’s 800 zip codes. 

Overall, the military is 
more than twice the size of 
our next largest industry that 
could be located elsewhere, 
a fact that unfortunately be¬ 
came all too apparent last 
week when we learned that 
Fort Knox would eventually 
lose more than 40 percent 
of its active-duty soldiers as 
part of military cutbacks. 

It would be difficult to put 
a price on the countless con¬ 
tributions we see from the 
military here in Kentucky, 
and it would be impossible 
to calculate the value we as 


a nation have received from 
the millions of men and 
women who have served our 
nation, from the Founding 
Fathers to those wearing the 
uniform today. 

As we celebrate our coun¬ 
try’s symbolic birthday, I 
encourage you to recall their 
actions as well. Without 
them, July 4th - and every 
other day of the year - would 
be greatly diminished.

Lincoln man recovering after 
skid-steer loader falls on his chest 

LINCOLN COUNTY (Stanford) 

- A Lincoln County business owner is 
recovering in the hospital after a skid- 
steer loader fell on his chest last week. 

Pat Buckler, owner of Pat’s Garden 
Center along U.S. 150, was pinned under 
the small utility vehicle last Wednesday 
after it fell down while he was working 
underneath it, said Jim Jarrett, a long¬ 
time friend of Buckler. 

The weight of the skid-steer has been 
estimated at more than one and a half 
tons. 

Jarrett said the accident could have 
been fatal, but Buckler was fortunate 
to come away with just “several broken 
ribs” and no internal injuries. 

“I think he’s going to be OK. He’s 
going to be sore a while,” Jarrett said. 
“God was watching over him.” 

Stanford EMS Deputy Director Jeff 
Godbey said he responded to the north 
Lincoln County business at about 10:30 
a.m., after receiving a report that a man 
had been pinned. 

“When we arrived bystanders had al¬ 
ready removed him out from under the 
Bobcat,” Godbey said. “The patient ap¬ 
peared critical at that point and we called 
for a helicopter and sent him to the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky trauma center.” 

Jarrett said people at the scene were 
able to free Buckler by putting a jack 
under the skid-steer and jacking it back 
up. 

Buckler passed out during the ordeal, 
but Godbey said he had regained con¬ 
sciousness by the time EMS personnel 
arrived. 

A hospital spokeswoman said Buckler 
remained in fair condition.

Private prison in Marion County 
seeks community's support 

MARION COUNTY (Lebanon) 

- The Kentucky Cabinet for Justice and 
Public Safety announced last week that the 
state would not be renewing its contract with 
Marion Adjustment Center, a private prison 
located in St. Mary. 

Last Wednesday evening, MAC employ¬ 
ees, officials with Corrections Corporation 
of America (MAC’s parent company) and 
local officials and citizens gathered at Hen¬ 
ning’s Restaurant to discuss ways to combat 
the state’s decision. 

“It’s news that we’re not yet ready to ac¬ 
cept,” said Steven Conry, CCA vice presi¬ 
dent for facility operations, business unit 3. 

While CCA officials were disappointed 
about the decision, they were also surprised. 
Conry said they had been expecting to an¬ 
nounce a contract renewal this week, but 
they learned of the state’s decision just hours 
before it was announced publicly. 

“We asked for a 24-hour reprieve to break 
the news to our staff,” Conry said. 

That didn’t happen, and for that, Conry 
apologized that CCA wasn’t able to share 
the news “in an appropriate fashion.” 


Nevertheless, CCA and MAC officials are 
holding out hope that they might still con¬ 
vince state officials to reverse their decision. 
To that end, they urged everyone to call and 
email state officials, including Gov. Steve 
Beshear, to let them know what MAC and 
its 166 employees mean to Marion County. 

Lack of progress frustrating 
in officer's case 

NELSON COUNTY (Bardstown) 

- It’s been more than a month since Ja¬ 
son Ellis was murdered, and investigators 
have no suspects and no hard evidence de¬ 
spite an intense investigation by Kentucky 
State Police involving several detectives and 
assistance from the FBI and other federal 
agencies. 

Bardstown Police Chief Rick McCubbin 
said in an interview last week the lack of 
progress is exasperating. 

“It’s veiy frustrating that we’re not any 
closer to closure for the family or us or the 
community,” he said. 

The chief has confidence that the investi¬ 
gators are doing what they can, but other than 
eliminating possibilities, he said, “We’re not 


any closer in finding a motive or a suspect.” 

In the cases of other Kentucky police of¬ 
ficers killed in the last decade, there was al¬ 
ways a suspect discovered within 24 hours 
of the crime. In the case of Ellis’ murder, it’s 
now going into the second month without a 
suspect being identified by police. 

“There’s usually a direction and a suspect 
by now,” McCubbin said. “The fact that 
we’re a month out and KSP has nothing is 
extremely frustrating and sad, unfortunately, 
but that just makes us and them work much 
harder.” 

McCubbin said the Bardstown Police De¬ 
partment is not involved in the investigation 
on a daily basis, but provides whatever assis¬ 
tance the state police ask for in the case. 

The local department has received many 
tips in the case and passed those on to the 
state police, but there hasn’t been anything 
strong. 

One reason for the lack of evidence is that 
the crime was “so random,” he said. 

“There were no threats leading up to it,” 
he mentioned. “It’s just what it is — an am¬ 
bush murder.” 

Ellis, a seven-year veteran of the Bard¬ 
stown Police Department, was shot and killed 
on the exit 34 ramp on Blue Grass Parkway 
in the early morning hours of May 25. He 
had left work and was on his way home to 
Chaplin when he happened upon some tree 
limbs in the roadway and got out of the car to 
clear them away. While he was removing the 
debris, somebody shot him. Later, a woman 
came upon the scene and called 911 using 
his car radio. 

Ellis’ emergency lights were on, but there 
had not been any radio communication be¬ 
tween him and dispatchers. Because the car 
was an older model, it was not equipped 
with an on-dash video camera. 

McCubbin has been hoping that someone 
will come forward with information that 
would result in a breakthrough in the case, 
but no one has. The reward money is now 
well in excess of $125,000.

How to help your teen deal with the challenges of diabetes 


Teens with diabetes and 
their families often face 
unique challenges. Teens 
may sometimes have feel¬ 
ings of sadness, anger, lone¬ 
liness, and fear, or they may 
blame themselves or their 
family for their diabetes. 
These feelings are normal 
every now and then. But in 
order to feel better, teens 
need to leam to take charge 
of their diabetes - and fami¬ 
lies can help. Parents or 
guardians can encourage 
their teens to feel good about 
themselves, seek support 
from others, and take action 
to manage their diabetes one 
step at a time. Follow these 
tips from the National Dia¬ 


betes Education Program 
(NDEP) to help your teen 
deal with the ups and downs 
of diabetes: 

Get your whole family in¬ 
volved. It’s easier to manage 
diabetes when your whole 
family gets involved. Serve 
your family healthy foods, 
such as a mix of colorful 
fruits and vegetables, whole 
grain breads, and low-fat 
meats, milk, and cheese. 
Make healthy snacks, like 
fruit, highly visible in your 
home and do not keep a lot 
of sweets, like cookies, can¬ 
dy, or soda around the house. 
Encourage your family to 
be more physically active 
by planning activities that 


you can do together, such 
as riding bikes or going for 
a walk. Join a community 
program like the Y to enjoy 
a variety of low-cost or free 
activities. 

Encourage your teen to 
take an active role in his 
or her diabetes care. Help 
your teen set goals. Start 
with small goals, such as 
cutting back on soda, or rid¬ 
ing a bike a couple of times 
a week. Reward your teen 
when goals are met, and en¬ 
courage your teen to make 
every new goal just a little 
bit harder. 

Help your teen find other 
teens who have diabe¬ 
tes. Programs and support 


groups for teens with diabe¬ 
tes can be found in clinics, 
health centers, and hospitals. 
Check your local newspaper. 
Ask your teen’s health care 
team for more information. 
Visit www.diabetescamps. 
org to find diabetes or weight 
loss summer camps for teens 
with diabetes. 

Encourage your teen 
to ask for help from their 
school and health care team. 
It’s important that teens tell 
their health care team how 
they feel and what they need 
help with to manage their di¬ 
abetes. Make sure you notify 
your teen’s school that your 
teen has diabetes. Provide 
the school staff with your 


teen’s diabetes care plan and 
meet with them to help plan 
their diabetes care during the 
school day. 

Help your teen find a 
counselor if he or she seems 
depressed. Suggest people 
your teen can reach out to 
for help, such as a fam¬ 
ily member, friend, school 
counselor, teacher, doctor, 
diabetes educator, or psy¬ 
chologist. Encourage your 
teen to let you know when 
he or she is feeling down.

Remember safety during summer activities

As soon as summer rolls 
around, there is nothing bet¬ 
ter to do than spend some time 
outdoors. In order to keep 
these activities as safe as pos¬ 
sible, be sure to observe the 
following tips, which are rec¬ 
ommended by the American 
Academy of Pediatrics: 

Sun Safety 

• To prevent their delicate 
skin from burning, babies un¬ 
der 6 months of age should not 
be exposed to the sun. Light¬ 
weight pants and long-sleeved 
shirts are the ideal apparel for 
infants. 

• Young children need to 
wear sunscreen with a mini¬ 
mum of SPF 15. Sunscreen 
must also be applied at least 
30 minutes before going out¬ 
doors. Sunscreen should be 
worn daily, even when it is 
overcast outside. 

• In order for older children 


to be protected, they should 
wear sunscreen and reapply it 
every two hours. They should 
also have on sunglasses, a 
wide-brimmed hat, and cotton 
clothing with a tight weave. 

Pool Safety 

• Inflatable swim aids should 
be avoided because they give 
children a false sense of secu¬ 
rity. These toys are used for 
tun, and they should not be a 
substitute for a lifejacket. 

• Children should never be 
left alone in or around a pool. 
It only takes a moment of no 
supervision for a child to fall 
in a pool. 

• Keep rescue equipment 
and a cell phone near the pool 
in case of emergencies. 

• A fence that is at least four 
feet high should be installed 
around all four sides of a pool, 
and the gates should self-latch 
and self-close at a height that 
is out of a child’s reach. 

Playground Safety 

• Parental supervision is re¬ 


quired to ensure that children 
play safely. 

• A shock-absorbing surface 
under and around play equip¬ 
ment should be installed. 

• Be sure to maintain all 
equipment to make sure that 
it does not have broken parts 
that could potentially injure a 
child. 

• Never attach, or allow chil¬ 
dren to attach, ropes, leashes, 


or similar items to play equip¬ 
ment. These items can cause 
the accidental strangulation of 
children.

How to choose a home stair lift 


Dear Savvy Senior, 

My wife is having an in¬ 
creasingly difficult time go¬ 
ing up and down the stairs in 
our house. We are interested 
in purchasing a stair lift, but 
aren’t sure what to get or 
where to look. Can you help 
us? 

Need a Lift 

Dear Need, 

A good home stair lift is 
a wonderful solution for se¬ 
niors with mobility issues 
who have trouble with steps. 
A stair lift will carry your 
wife up and down the stairs in 
a safe seated position, giving 
her easy access to the second 
story or basement level of 
your home. But with so many 
options available how do you 
choose one that best meets 
your needs and budget. Here 
are a few shopping tips along 
with some good companies 


that offer them. 

Types of Lifts 

There are two basic types of 
stair lifts that are sold today: 
straight and curved. The type 
you need will depend upon 
the design of your staircase. 

A straight stair lift is one 
that travels in a straight line up 
a flight of stairs uninterrupted 
by landings, bends or curves, 
and costs between $3,000 
and $5,000 installed. Curved 
lifts, however, are much more 
elaborate and will go around 
comers, bends and changes 
in direction. Curved lifts are 
also much more expensive 
typically running between 
$10,000 and $15,000 or more 
depending on the complexity 
of the installation. 

Also available through cer¬ 
tain companies are weather¬ 
proof lifts for outdoor steps, 
and standing stair lifts (also 


called perch lifts) for those 
who have trouble bending 
their knees. 

You also need to know that 
all stair lifts mount to the stair 
treads, not to the wall, so they 
are very sturdy and can be in¬ 
stalled in almost any home. 

If your wife is a large per¬ 
son, you may need to get her 
a heavy-duty lift with a wider 
seat and bigger lifting capaci¬ 
ty - all companies offer them. 
Or, if she’s tall, find out about 
raising the seat height during 
installation. 

Most stair lifts available to¬ 
day also have seats, armrests 
and footplates that fold up out 
of the way, and swivel seats 
that make getting into and out 
of the chair easier. They also 
come with standard safety 
features like seatbelts, break¬ 
ing systems and footrest sen¬ 
sors, push-button or rocker- 


switch controls located on 
the armrest for easy opera¬ 
tion, and “call send” controls 
which allow you to call or 
send the unit to the other end 
of the stairs. Make sure the 
lift you choose has all these 
features. 

Depending on the com¬ 
pany, you may also have the 
option of choosing between 
an electric (AC) and a bat¬ 
tery powered (DC) stair lift. 
Battery powered units charge 
at the base station (some re¬ 
charge anywhere on the track) 
are quieter, smoother and bet¬ 
ter than electric lifts, and will 
work even if there’s a power 
failure in the home. 

Where to Shop 

While there are many 
companies that make, sell 
and install stair lifts, the most 
respected in the industry are 
Bmno (bmno.com, 866-345-

Unfortunately, Medicare 
does not cover stair lifts, but 
many states offer Medicaid 
waivers that will pay for lifts 
to those that qualify, and the 
VA offers cash grants to veter¬ 
ans with disabilities for home 
safety improvements. 

To save some money, you 
may want to consider pur¬ 
chasing a used or refurbished 
model. Or, if you need a stair 
lift for only a short period of 


time, consider renting one. 
Most companies offer these 
options, and many offer fi¬ 
nancing programs too. 

To get started, contact 
some stair lift companies who 
will put you in touch with a 
dealer in your area. All deal¬ 
ers provide free in-home as¬ 
sessments and estimates, and 
can help you choose an ap¬ 
propriate lift.

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Commonwealth recommends 
probation on drug charges

Commonwealth’s At¬ 
torney Gail L. Williams is 
recommending that a Lib¬ 
erty man get a probated 
sentence on a methamphet- 
amine charge. 

Chad Daniel Atwood, 
charged with first offense 
manufacturing metham- 
phetamine, pleaded guilty 
on June 10 in Casey County 
Circuit Court to an amend¬ 
ed charge of unlawful pos¬ 
session of a meth precursor 
and also to first offense 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance, under 20 drug 
units. 

The Commonwealth rec¬ 
ommended that Atwood be 
sentenced to seven years 


in prison, probated for five 
years. Sentencing is sched¬ 
uled for July 22. 

Atwood is also to make 
restitution to law enforce¬ 
ment for any costs and 
expenses incurred in the 
investigation and prosecu¬ 
tion of the case. 

Arrested on July 13,2012 
at his residence at 244 Tay¬ 
lor St., Liberty by Deputy 
Dennis Allen, Atwood was 
charged with manufactur¬ 
ing meth. 

Court records indicate 
that Atwood had a one step 
lab in a storage building 
along with an HCL genera¬ 
tor and three HCL genera¬ 
tors in a crawl space under 
the house.

Lavit seeks to withdraw from Salyers' case

Lebanon Attorney Theo¬ 
dore “Ted” Lavit has filed 
a motion in Casey Circuit 
Court to withdraw as the 
attorney of record for Da¬ 
vid Salyers in the Wendell 
“Gleason” Pyles murder 
case. 

Citing irreconcilable dif¬ 
ferences, Lavit said that al¬ 
though he had represented 
clients in many previous 
murder cases, he could no 
longer represent Salyers, 
who’s charged with com¬ 
plicity to commit murder 
in the Sept. 26, 2012 shoot¬ 


ing death of Pyles at Tarter 
Gate in Dunnville. 

“We just had impassable 
issues,” Lavit said, declin¬ 
ing to elaborate further. 
Casey Circuit Judge Judy 
Vance is expected to rule 
on the motion on July 8. 

Salyers, in the Casey 
County Detention Center 
under a $1 million bond, 
declined a request for an 
interview. 

Pyles, 50, worked as a 
maintenance man at Tarter 
Gate. 

Kentucky State Police 
detectives from Post 15 in 
Columbia arrested Salyers, 
59, of Elk Horn, the first 


week of October. 

Police said that Salyers 
drove William “Bobby” 
Rigdon, of Marion County, 
to the factory where he fa¬ 
tally shot Pyles. 

Rigdon, represented by 
public defender Shelby 
Horn, has been charged 
with murder and is lodged 
in the Casey Detention 
Center under a $1 million 
bond. 

In the course of the ho¬ 
micide investigation, de¬ 
tectives learned that Pyles 
and Salyers had an ongo¬ 
ing argument over an al¬ 
leged debt that Pyles owed 
Salyers. 


Also, detectives raised 
questions about the pos¬ 
sibility of the shooting oc¬ 
curring because of Pyles 
wanting to turn in his col¬ 
ors to the Iron Horseman 
Motorcycle Club. 

Salyers said that it was 
not Pyles wanting to get out 
of the club but the debt that 
brought on the shooting. 

Further, Salyers refused 
to name the shooter, telling 
detectives that he “was not 
a rat,” a KSP press release 
states. 

Salyers remains in the 
Casey Detention Center 
under a $ 1 million bond.

KSP: Nine people die on state's highways 


Nine people died in nine 
separate crashes on Ken¬ 
tucky’s roadways from 
Monday, June 24 through 
Sunday, June 30. 

One single-fatality mo¬ 
tor-vehicle crash occurred 
in each of these counties: 
Campbell, Estill, Floyd, 
Graves, Green and Pu¬ 
laski. 

The victims in Camp¬ 
bell, Estill, Floyd, Graves, 
Green, and Pulaski coun¬ 
ties were not wearing seat 
belts. 

The crashes in Floyd and 
Green counties involved 
the suspected use of alco¬ 


hol, state police said in a 
news release. 

Single-fatality motor¬ 
cycle-crashes occurred in 
McCracken and Rowan 
counties. The victim in 
Rowan County was not 
wearing a helmet, KSP 
said. 

One pedestrian was 
killed in Marshall County. 
The suspected use of alco¬ 
hol was involved. 

Through June 30, pre¬ 
liminary statistics indicate 
that 310 people have lost 
their lives on Kentucky 
roadways during 2013. 
This is 62 fewer than re¬ 


ported for this time period 
in 2012. 

Of the 246 motor ve¬ 
hicle fatalities, 125 vic¬ 
tims were not wearing seat 
belts. Twenty-eight of the 
40 motorcycle fatalities 
were not wearing helmets. 
The two ATV fatalities 
were not wearing helmets. 

One bicycle rider has 
been killed. Twenty pedes¬ 
trians have been killed. 

One fatality involving 
an animal drawn vehicle 
has been reported. 

A total of 64 fatalities 
have resulted from crashes 
involving the suspected 


use of alcohol. 

As of June 30, Kentucky 
has had 40 days with zero 
highway fatalities reported 
during 2013. 

Citizens can contribute 
to highway safety by re¬ 
porting erratic drivers to 
the Kentucky State Police

5555.

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Statistics show 8 percent unemployment rate in Casey Co.

Although experiencing a 
slight bump in May, Casey 
County’s unemployment 
rate remains among the 
lowest in the 10 county, 
Lake Cumberland region. 

Statistics released last 
week showed Casey Coun¬ 
ty with an 8 percent unem¬ 
ployment rate. 


The latest figures - from 
May of this year - show 
out of a civilian work force 
of 7,328 people, 6,739 are 
employed, and 589 are list¬ 
ed as unemployed. 

At the same time last 
year, Casey County’s un¬ 
employment rate was 7.6 
percent. 

In May 2012, the civilian 
work force was listed as 
7,185 - with 6,641 people 


employed and 544 unem¬ 
ployed. 

Casey County was one 
of 78 counties in the state 
to see a rise in unemploy¬ 
ment, according to the 
Kentucky Office of Em¬ 
ployment and Training, an 
agency of the Kentucky 
Education and Workforce 
Development Cabinet. 

In April 2013, the local 
unemployment rate was re¬ 


corded at 7.9 percent. 

In just a month’s time, 
the work pool increased by 
nearly 40 people. 

Casey County is tied with 
Green County for the third- 
lowest unemployment rate 
in the Lake Cumberland 
region. 

McCreary County is 
listed as having the highest 
unemployment rate at 13.2 
percent, followed by Wayne 


County at 11.5 percent, 
Cumberland, 10.7 percent, 
Pulaski, 9.3, Clinton, 9.2, 
Russell, 8.8, Casey and 
Green at 8 percent, Taylor, 
7.6, and Adair, 7.5. 

The Lake Cumberland 
region’s overall jobless rate 
is 9.1 percent. 

Unemployment rates 
decreased in 32 Kentucky 
counties between May 
2012 and May 2013 while 


10 remained the same. 

Woodford County re¬ 
corded the lowest unem¬ 
ployment rate in the state 
at 5.8 percent. Magoffin 
County recorded the state’s 
highest unemployment rate 
with 17.5 percent. 

Unemployment statistics 
are based on estimates and 
are compiled to measure 
trends rather than count 
people actually working. 


Kentucky begins 'Blue Lights Across the Bluegrass' 


Grimes to challenge 
McConnell for Senate seat

Just in time for the busy 
Fourth of July holiday 
weekend, local and state 
law enforcement - along 
with a state agency - is pro¬ 
moting and encourage safe 
driving. 

In an effort to raise aware¬ 
ness of traffic safety laws 
and encourage safe driving 
habits, the Kentucky Of¬ 
fice of Highway Safety is 
partnering with state and 
local law enforcement on 
the “Blue Lights Across 
the Bluegrass” campaign 
throughout July. 

“We are concerned with 
our current highway fatal¬ 
ity numbers,” Transpor¬ 
tation Cabinet Secretary 
Mike Hancock said in a 
statement. “The year started 
with a reduction, but June 
ended with a higher num¬ 
ber of crashes compared to 
the same time period last 
year, and that trend must 


not continue.” 

There were 65 fatalities 
in June 2012 compared 
to 73 in June 2013. There 
have been 310 total high¬ 
way fatalities as of July 1 
- 62 fewer than the same 
time period last year. Half 
of those killed were not 
wearing seat belts, 20 per¬ 
cent involved an impaired 
driver and 70 percent of 
those killed in motorcycle 
crashes were not wearing a 
helmet. 

“With the summer travel 
season, more people are on 
our roadways, which might 
explain the slight increase 
in June,” KOHS Director 
Bill Bell said in a news 
release. “However, it does 
not explain why people are 
not making safe decisions 
when they get behind the 
wheel.” 

Statistics from the Na¬ 
tional Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration 


(NHTSA) indicate that seat 
belts, when worn correctly, 
reduce the risk of fatalities 
by 45 percent for front-seat 
vehicle occupants, and by 
60 percent for pickup truck, 
SUV and minivan occu¬ 
pants. Also according to 
NHTSA, regular seat belt 
use is the single most effec¬ 
tive way to protect against 
and reduce fatalities in mo¬ 
tor vehicle crashes. 

“Seat belts clearly save 
lives, but unfortunately too 
many motorists still need a 
tough reminder of our law,” 
Hancock said. 

While officers will pa¬ 
trol all roadways in their 
designated city or county, 
a special emphasis will be 
placed on the areas where 
the majority of crashes 
have occurred. 

“Law enforcement will 
be out in force, citing 
anyone committing traf¬ 
fic violations,” said Bell. 


“Whether you drive a car or 
motorcycle, you must obey 
the law.” 

Kentucky’s roadway fa¬ 
talities increased for the first 
time in seven years, going 
from 721 deaths in 2011 to 
746 in 2012. More than half 
of those killed in motor ve¬ 
hicles were not restrained, 
20 percent involved an 
impaired driver and 53 per¬ 
cent were motorcyclists not 
wearing a helmet.

Casey Countians will have 
a choice when they vote for 
a state senator next year. 

Speaking to reporters in 
Frankfort Monday after¬ 
noon, Kentucky Secretary 
of State Alison Lundergan 
Grimes announced her can¬ 
didacy for the U.S. Senate 
in 2014. 

She will face longtime 
veteran Sen. Mitch McCon¬ 
nell, R-Ky. 

Grimes told reporters she 
is accustomed to being an 
underdog and faced that sce¬ 
nario when she was elected 
secretary of state 18 months 
ago. 

Within minutes of Grimes’ 
announcement, McConnell 
released a statement of his 
own: 


“Accepting the invitation 
from countless Washington 
liberals to become President 
Obama’s Kentucky candi¬ 
date was a courageous de¬ 
cision by Alison Lundergan 
Grimes and I look forward 
to a respectful exchange of 
ideas.

see his brother, Dr. Creech, 
who was a medical doctor,” 
she said. “I got to come 
home and he would go on 
and visit with his brother.” 

McAnelly graduated 
from college in 1933, got 
a teaching certificate and 
began a career in the class¬ 
room that spanned 35 years, 
ah the way from one-room 
school houses to Casey 
County High School. 

Saying that she didn’t 
have discipline problems 
in the classroom, McAnel¬ 
ly admitted that she had a 
paddle but rarely, if ever, 
pressed it into service. 

“You’ll have to ask Da¬ 
vid Coffman if I ever used 
it. He says I did,” she said, 
laughing. 

Coffman said she did 
indeed use it and used it 
well when he was a student 
at Douglas Elementary in 
1958. 

“Miss Dimple left the 
room and told us to stay in 
our seats. While she was 
gone, I ran up and down 
the aisles and was out of 
breath when I got back to 
my seat. When she came 
back in the room, she saw 


that I was hot and asked me 
what I had done and I told 
her,” he said. 

If confession is good for 
the soul, it wasn’t good for 
Coffman’s backside. 

“She did a pretty good 
job of it. I never did get an¬ 
other one,” he said, laugh¬ 
ing.

for salaries and wages; 
$17,000 for insurance; 
$26,000 in health insur¬ 
ance; $12,400 in police 
incentive pay; $38,019 in 
retirement; $18,000 for 
motor fuel; and $8,000 in 
maintenance and repairs. 

The police budget is 
about $34,000 more than 
last year — due in large 
part to an increase in sala¬ 
ries and benefits. 

For the fire department, 
the largest allocation is 
$30,000 for fire calls, and 
$26,860 was set aside 
for payment on the city’s 
newest fire truck. Another 
$14,400 was added for 
the fire chief’s salary, the 
same as last year. Insur¬ 
ance for the department to¬ 
tals $5,200 while utilities 


account for $8,400 in the 
budget. 

For streets and public 
works, a cost of $50,000 
is budgeted for utilities for 
street lights. Designated 
separately, street sign re¬ 
placements are budgeted 
for $10,000 and $6,000 is 
included for parts, supplies 
and equipment. 

The council also ap¬ 
proved the amended bud¬ 
get for FY13, to balance 
the current year’s budget. 

“It is mandated by the 
state to amend each year to 
make sure we have a bal¬ 
anced budget at the end of 
the year — we do this ev¬ 
ery year,” Sweeney said. 

The amendment left the 
city with estimated fund 
balances of $235,109 in the 
general fund and $82,437 
in the cemetery fund.

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From the baseball fields of Casey County to the big leagues in St. Louis

The blink of an eye can 
cause one to miss any of 
the small towns scattered 
throughout the county; how¬ 
ever, if you happen to not 
blink, chances are you will 
see the remnants of a once 
loved baseball field in many 
of these towns. 

What most do not see on 
those fields is the springboard 
for a major league baseball 
pitcher, but that’s exactly what 
they were for Don Durham, a 
Casey County native who had 
the rare opportunity to play 
in the spotlight of the major 
leagues from 1972-73. 

“I was blessed with that fast 
ball and that took me to the 
big leagues,” Durham said. 
“And I still, at this point in my 
life, think of how wonderful it 
is. It makes me realize, even if 
it was just a couple of years, 
how wonderful, how lucky I 
was to play.” 

Early years 

A1967 Casey County High 
School graduate and baseball 
player, Durham knows his 
skills started with a love of the 
game, which spawned from 
being able to enjoy the sport 
with so many great people. 

“My friends and team¬ 
mates in high school were a 
big part of my story,” Durham 
said, noting his faithful catch¬ 
er through high school, Greg 
Neat. “We had the love of 
baseball in common and that 
was so important.” 

Sports have changed plenty 
in the last half century, but an 
athlete’s dedication outside of 
a regular high school season 
was just as crucial then as it 
is now. Durham’s time in the 
fields throughout and around 
the county were just as impor¬ 
tant as his high school play. 

“Some of the good com¬ 
petition I really started with 
was in American Legion ball 
in Perryville,” Durham said. 
“Donald Tarter drove us to 
Perryville and that introduced 
me to, at least on the local 
level, some good competi¬ 
tion. I’m always indebted to 
Donald for kind of helping 
motivate me.” 

Casey County may be far 
from the big leagues, but Dur¬ 
ham still credits much of his 
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Don Durham, a 1967 Casey County High School graduate, spent two years 
playing major league baseball, primarily for St. Louis. During his time with 
the Cardinals Durham had several standout games including a shutout 
against the San Francisco Giants.

later ability to face some of 
the best names in the sport, to 
his beginnings in the county. 

“I played when I was a kid, 
junior high, against grown 
men. The old Sunday leagues, 
I think they called it the Blue- 
grass League,” said Durham. 
“We played in cow pastures, 
but I was a kid playing against 
grown men and striking these 
guys out.” 

Durham’s early days on 
a pitching mound stand out 
as much as those in some 
of the nation’s most famous 
ball parks. His youth play 
took him to fields in Middle- 
burg, Yosemite, Rocky Ford, 
Waynesburg, Dunnville and 
Russell Springs. 

“Donald and David Tarter, 
Jimmy Brown, the Beeler 
brothers from Rocky Ford, 
Cravens boys from Waynes¬ 
burg, and Glancy Hogue from 
Yosemite,” Durham said, 
naming a few of those who 
impacted his early days on 
the mound. “Playing against 
those guys really motivated 
me. That was a valuable ex¬ 
perience for me to be able to 
play with those guys in Casey 
County.” 

The Road to the Pros 

For a guy who was often 
told he was too small for the 
sport, the chance to simply 
play on the collegiate level 
was a dream achieved. 

“(Glenn Jeffries) intro¬ 
duced me to Western’s base¬ 
ball coach and helped me get 
a scholarship,” Durham said. 
“He sort of self-promoted me 
and I’ll never forget that.” 

With the support of Jef¬ 
fries, Durham received a frill 
scholarship to Western Ken¬ 
tucky University and began 
his collegiate career. 

Athletes had to be in their 
third year of school or age 21 
before being drafted to the 
next level and it was being se¬ 
lected for a collegiate summer 
team that allowed Durham to 
showcase his skills for scouts 
across the country. 

“I was chosen for a summer 
collegiate pool in Peoria, Ill.” 
Durham said. “Some of the 
best college talent we were 
considered. A lot of times 
there were more scouts at the 
games than fans and specta¬ 
tors. So that’s when I got my 
serious scouting and was able 


to sign professionally out of 
that league.” 

In 1970, both of age and 
into his third year of college, 
Durham was drafted by St. 
Louis and his baseball jour¬ 
ney sent him to Florida to 
begin play in the instructional 
league. 

“I thought I would be lost 
and never get assigned to a 
minor league team, so I re¬ 
member how excited I was to 
get sent out of the instructional 
league in Florida during mid¬ 
summer. I was one of the first 
pitchers St. Louis drafted to 
be sent out of the instructional 
league and assigned to a mi¬ 
nor league team,” he said. 

Durham remembers being 
sent directly to Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa for his first minor league 
game. 

“The last three innings we 
were getting our socks beat 
off and (then I) sfruck out 
seven of the nine hitters,” he 
said. 

The following summer 
Durham played in the A 
league for Modesto, Calif.., 
leading the league in strike¬ 
outs. 

“My fast ball was always 
my strength and back then 
striking people out was your 
ticket,” Durham said. “Ev¬ 
erybody loves to see a strike¬ 
out pitcher and I was lucky 
enough to have that reputa¬ 
tion of having one of the 


hardest; throwing harder 
than anybody in the St. Louis 
organization, I was told.” 

Durham obviously had a 
reputation of some sort; one 
that allowed him to skip the 
AA league and move from 
Modesto to the AAA team in 
Tulsa, Okla. 

The Majors 

All athletes dream of the 
chance to play for their favor¬ 
ite team and on the same field 
as their idols. Durham’s debut 
did come at the Great Ameri¬ 
can Ball Park in Cincinnati; 
however, he was not sporting 
a Reds jersey when he did it. 

“I was a big Reds fan from 
the time I was a kid. I was 
hoping I’d get drafted by 
them but as it turned out, St. 
Louis drafted me and ironi¬ 
cally Cincinnati was my de¬ 
but,” he said. 

Close to home, Durham 
had the support of family and 
friends during his introduction 
to the majors, but it did not do 
much for nerves when it came 
to facing some of the league’s 
biggest names. 

“The first hitter I faced was 
Pete Rose and I popped him 
out to left field,” Durham said. 
“The second inning I faced 
Johnny Bench. He about 
ripped my head off; right up 
the middle with a single, and 
I was so nervous after that I 
sfruck out the next four hitters 
in a row.” 


Working his nerves out 
through those first hitters, 
Durham went on to pitch 
seven innings and saw seven 
strikeouts. 

“That was a huge, huge 
game for me to be able to stay 
in seven innings against the 
Big Red Machine. It let me 
know that I deserved to be up 
there after all,” he said. 

While a two-year career 
may seem pretty short from 
the outside looking in, it was 
more than enough time for 
Durham to have his fair share 
of standout moments. 

Durham pitched a shutout 
against the San Francisco Gi¬ 
ants, which also saw Durham’s 
first major league home mn. 
The two-run homer helped 
earn a Cardinal win and gave 
Casey County a moment of 
glory when sports announcer 
Jack Buck announced, “Dur¬ 
ham knocked that ball all the 
way to Casey County!” 

One of Durham’s top mem¬ 
ories from Busch stadium 
came against Philadelphia. 

“Total, St. Louis only had 
seven hits on the whole team 
and I had three of them. The 
crowd gave me a standing 
ovation,” he said. 

In addition to playing 
against some of the best, Dur¬ 
ham built relationships with 
some of baseball’s biggest 
names at the time, including 
Bob Gibson, Joe Torre, Lou 
Brock and Ted Simmons. 

“I was kind of a rookie at 
the time and they took me un¬ 
der their wing,” said Durham. 

A Graceful Exit 

Durham’s time with St. 
Louis came to a close in 1973 
when he was traded to the 
Texas Rangers. 

“Billy Martin was my man¬ 
ager with the Texas Rangers. 
That was a crazy, exciting 
time to get to know Billy 
Martin,” he said. 

The trade coincided with 
the beginning of the end. As 
any pitcher can eventually 
expect, his arm was wearing 
down. 

“My career kind of went 
down fast from there just 
because I’d gone as far as 
I could. I’d pitched some 
games I probably shouldn’t 
have at that point with a sore 
arm. It took too long to recu¬ 
perate,” said Durham. 


Given the option of surgery 
on his elbow, Durham opted 
out and instead allowed his 
big league career to come to 
a close. 

“I didn’t take the chance 
back in those days. Opera¬ 
tions weren’t as successful as 
they are today. So I decided to 
come home,” he said. 

When asked about his re¬ 
gret for the short-lived career, 
Durham has none. 

“I felt so lucky to go those 
two years and make it to the 
big leagues when I was still 
young. Going from Yosem¬ 
ite to pitch in the big leagues; 
from standing down there as 
a kid, just hitting rocks with 
my mother’s broom handle 
for hours at a time. It’s quite 
a story for someone most un¬ 
likely.” 

Baseball and Life Today 

In 2008 Durham was in¬ 
ducted to Western Kentucky’s 
Hall of Fame. 

“That kind of completed 
the circle for me. It was a 
great honor for me to be hon¬ 
ored at Western Kentucky,” 
said Durham. 

Married with three chil¬ 
dren, Durham is retired and 
lives in Nashville, but also 
spends much of his time in 
Florida enjoying another pas¬ 
time from his Casey County 
roots — fishing. He still en¬ 
joys giving back to the base¬ 
ball world, though. 

“A couple of times a year 
I’ll help out with baseball for 
disadvantaged little league in 
the Nashville area. It’s spon¬ 
sored by Major League Base¬ 
ball clinics,” he said. 

His two year mn in the ma¬ 
jor leagues may be the pub¬ 
licly glamorized portion of 
Durham’s life, but his success 
and happiness throughout the 
duration of his life has been 
by applying the best baseball 
advice received, to everyday 
life. 

“My baseball coach at 
Western always told me to 
throw as long as I could, as 
hard as I could. That was my 
mental frame of mind. The 
story is hit as hard as you can, 
as long as you can, whether 
it’s baseball or any pursuit in 
life. You can’t just give up. 
Take it as far as you can, (and) 
on a personal level, great 
things can happen.”
